to be a stumbling block and a
cause of offense.

It is reported that on October IT he did
the first hole (200 yards) in one. On
February 7 he did the same at the sev-
enteenth hole (temporary. 140 yards), and
on April 10 he only took one stroke for
the sixth (temporary, 171 yards).

Some amusing incidents happen among
the new as well as the old players. Re
cently a machine known as the "Full- -
name Ball Marker was Installed at the
Portland (Oreg.) Golf Club, for the pur-
pose of enabling each player to remem-
ber his own ball. Recently the club's
professional was out on the course and
heard a remark from a new player, who
had evidently lost track of his ball:
"When you find my ball you will know
it. for it lias a trade-mar- k, 'H. H.
Fearce.' in large letters." The player
evidently thought the name was that of
the maker, while it was none other than
the cognomen of tho secretary of the
club, who had taken the precaution to
brand his ball so It would not be mis-
taken for some other member's.

Golf needs a national and uniform
system of handicapping as much as
it needs a uniform set of rules for
playing the game. A single system
of handicapping, used by all clubs,
even if faulty, is far preferable to a
variety of methods, good, bad and In-

different. Once some uniform system
has been nationally ndopted. any im-
perfections can be ultimately remedied
and worked out to being as nearly
correct as it is possible to attain in
a problem like golf handicapping.
The main thing, the great desideratum,
is to have uniformity, the same sys-
tem used by all golf clubs. It does
not so much matter If the system gives
a man S strokes who now holds 12.
or whether the same man should get
15 strokes: Just so all others are treat-
ed In like manner pro rata. There
is. however, one method that should
be thrown into the discard at once,
the "Guess Em" system, the most prev-
alent of all bad and unfair handicap-
ping methods.

Making a 100-ya- hole in one Is
quite a feat. C M. Wolff turned the
trick recently at the Portland. Orcg..
golf Club and the gallery is still bul-
ling about it, as the hole Is downhill
and is hard to approach from the
front, as the green slopes sharply
downward into a marsh.

But did you ever hear of a golfer
making the entire course in one
stroke?

Sam Holbrook claims this distinc-
tion and, like the other current "one-strok- e"

feat. It was pulled on the
course of the Portland Golf Club.

Driving due west for the first green.
Holbrooks aim went somewhat askew
and tho eluslvp globule shot due north
about 40 yards to where the ninth
green snugly nestles on a broad pla-
teau.

The pin was in the hole, but that
matters not for the purposes of the
story. Anyhow, Holbrook's wonder-
ful slice rolled contentedly up to the
pin, skipped around to the back side
of the cup and plunked down.

So that's how Mr. Holbrook claims
to have established his world's record
of one stroke on a nine-hol- es course
whose bogey Is 3S.

TENNIS.

Every one knows there is in a broad
sense great superiority of California
tennis players over those who come
from any other section of the country.

McIoughlln is the greatest tennis
player In the world today. His claim
to that exalted position is unquestion-
ed. Behind him. each with possibil-
ities as great as his, come Johnston.
Murray. Strachan. Fottrell. Lang and
many youngsters, less developed play-
ers, all from the Golden State, and every
one possessed of skill and stamina
rarely found in players ten yca,rs their
senior among the topnotchers in the
East.

We all know that this condition-exis- ts

is true but few followers give a
satisfactory explanation or know the
reason why such a state of affairs, not
complimentary to us Eastern men, con-
tinues and grows.

It Isn't because they play tennis the
year round because they have no pro-
longed bad weather that keeps them
off the courts for months at a time.
It Isn't because of any physical dif-
ference that may exist between Cali-
fornia and New York. It Is because
Californlans are more democratic.
They arc less Inclined to separate or
divide themselves into classes of
players or of other things.

Golden Gate Park Is like Central
Park rather. It corresponds or oc-
cupies the same relative position to San
Francisco that the latter does to New
York, and in Golden Gate Park tfiere
are many splendid tennis courts. They
are not like those we see here full
of little hills and valleys and so bad
that development Is Impossible. They
are asphalt, absolutely true and fast
as courts can be.

The little boys In most places play
baseball. Every back lot is a minia-
ture baseball diamond.

The "kids" of California play tennis
all of them. Every space big enough

for a court has one on it. And, what
is very important, it doesn't cost any-
thing. There are no club dues, no
railroad fares to pay; nothing to make
the California youngster hunt for
funds he has not. His racket and balls
and a pair of "sneaks" are all he
needs. He is ready for a game then
under ideal conditions.

So. at the age of 10 or 11, we find
him ready to play under most favora-
ble conditions. He is a veteran at :0.
an age whan many in the East are Just
beginning.

That Is one reason why they cxcell.
Another Is that they draw from every

class. If wo could get the average school
boy of New York to play tennis the
championship would stay here. It would
not leave during our generation, at any
rate. The great ball players, runners,
and even football men are drawn from
the ranks and so It Is with Western ten-
nis.

Any manager of a lawn tennis tourna-
ment who could get possession of Alad-
din's wonderful lamp for a few minutes
would fix the entry list to the queen's
taste, and then give an extra rub for
clear weather. The names in the draw
would read exactly like the ranking list,
starting off with' Maurice E. McLoughlln;
a little lower down would be R. Norria
Williams second, and Karl II.
